Mr. Vachon al- 
so mentioned that he had re- 
ceived congratulatory greet- 
ings from many high person- 
ages including The Honor- 
able John II. Heed, governor 
of the State of Maine, who 
expressed regrets that he 
could not be present. 

Next on the agenda was 
Mr. Sidney W. Davidson, 
Chairman of the Board of 
Trustees, who introduced the 
two main speakers of the day : 
Dr. Samuel Proger, President 
of the Bingham Associates 
Fund of Bethel, Maine, and 
physician-in-cliief of the New 
England Center Hospital in 
Boston, Massachusetts, and 
the Honorable Mrs. Frances 


Over a year of effort, wor- 
ry, labor, and sacrifice was 
culminated Saturday, Octo- 
ber nth at 1 :30 ;». m., when 
the transformed and renovat- 
ed William Bingham 2nd 
Hall was dedicated. Before an 
audience of over a thousand, 
both live and via closed cir- 
cuit television, visiting digni- 
taries, Gould Academy trust- 
tees, and members of the fam- 
ily of the late Mr. Bingham 
participated in a ceremony 
which, in essence, was a trib- 
ute to the philanthropy and 
humanity of a great man. 

The fine fall weather and 
uniquely beautiful Maine fo- 
liage contributed to the gen- 
eral pervading feeling of gra- 
titude and completion. 

The doors of the William 
Bingham II Hall opened at. 
12:15 and the auditorium was 
soon filled to capacity. Those 
unable to obtain a seat in the 
hall proper found places in 
the girls’ gym or in Ilanscom 
Hall where they were able to 
see and hear all by means of 
closed circuit, television. 

At 1 :15 P. M. under the 
skillful hands of Mr. E. Ward 
Steady of Berlin, New Hamp- 
shire, the first triumphant 
trumpet-like notes of the new 
organ rang out loud and rich 
and clear. The invocation was 
delivered by The Reverend 
Mr. David N. Beach, pastor 
of the Community Church of 
West Dennis, Massachusetts, 
Pastor Emeritus of the First 
Church of Christ of New Ha- 
ven, Connecticut, and one of 
Gould’s most devoted and

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P. Bolton, member of Con- 
gress from the 22nd District 
of Ohio and a sister of Mr. 
Bingham. 

Dr. Proger was Mr. Bing- 
ham’s personal physician and 
close friend from 1931 until 
his death in 1955. His brief 
talk was a touching tribute 
to a fine man he obviously 
loved and respected. Dr. Pro- 
ger gave a brief personal his- 
tory of Mr. Bingham as he 
knew him. It was obvious, 
however, that two of Mr. 
Bingham’s qualities impres- 
sed the good doctor more than 
any of the others, namely, his 
a 1 1 - encompassing modesty 
and his wise giving. As Dr. 
Proger said — ‘ ‘ Philanthropy 
was his mission.” Both Gould 
Academy and the New Eng- 
land Medical Center owe this 
man more than words can ev- 
er express. 


In direct contrast Mrs. Bol- 1 
ton spoke informally of her j 
brother and reminisced of the 
happy times they spent in 
Maine, especially winters in 
Bethel. She also mentioned 
Mr. Bingham's extreme mod- 
esty and love of seclusion and 
yet pointed out that because 
of his generosity he was 
known across the world. 

Mrs. Bolton concluded her 
talk on the international lev- 
I el, expressing the concern felt. 
|b} r all on the world situation 
today. She feels that our coun- , 
try needs the strength of 
Maine as produced by Gould 
in this time of crisis. 

The ceremony closed with 
a Prayer of Dedication by 
Reverend Mr. Beach. We all

sense of his (Mr. Bingham’s) 
spirit.”
